For he, 
like many other Broadway actors 
and actresses, had told his New 
York family and friends he’d 
break into pictures if it were the 
last thing he did. 


But the last thing he did was 
to make another attempt to see a 
casting director. Unsuccessful, he 
‘‘thumbed’’ a ride with a friendly 
motorist. Dick now laughs when 
he thinks of his departure from 
the land of his dreams.

Those four dollars were more 
valuable to him than four century 
notes are today. He worshipped 
them. He hated to part with one. 
Buying a twenty-five cent break- 
fast, his sole meal per day, nearly 
broke his heart. But the money 
just wouldn’t hold out until he 
reached New York. 


For a time it looked as though 
Dick would turn back and make 
another stab at pictures. But he 
finally decided to keep going to- 
ward Broadway which remembered 
him in ‘‘Sailor Beware,’’ ‘‘The 
Milky Way,’’? ‘‘Men in White’’ 
and other big hits.

‘*T felt like a king with the ten 
spot in my pocket and went out 
and got a turkish bath, a shave, 
a shoeshine and my suit pressed. 
Then I boarded a New York 
bound bus,’’ said Dick. 

‘¢When I got off I looked like 
a million dollars and, believe it 
or not, the first man I saw at the 
station was the producer of 
‘Marathon’. He hired me on the 
spot. He probably thought I was 
vacationing between Hollywood 
triumphs.’’ 

In less than a year Dick Pur- 
cell was headed back to Holly- 
wood with a movie contract in his 
pocket. 

Dick’s popularity has increased 
with each part he has played and 
he has proved his versatility by 
playing heavies and light comedy 
roles. He shows the same resource- 
fulness in portrayal of character 
as he has shown in the rough- 
and-tumble battles hé so nonchal- 
antly fought in order to get what 
he wanted to get—even though he 
couldn’t get it just when he want-

Your artist can make up an inexpensive 
yet attractive flash for atop box office or 
under marquee by blowing up one of the 
action shots of Purcell and making his 
stick, arm and head move with motor. 
A goal net can be added with light bulb 
in the middle of it. When the motor 
brings his stroke to the apex of upturn, 
an electrical switch lights up the bulb.

Since ice hockey is quite the vogue for 
winter sports, it’s quite possible that your 
town has a team, either professional or 
amateur, which plays a regular schedule. 
It would be a good idea if you sent your 
placard-bearer and herald-distributor to 
the game so that the sperts fans will know 
that you’re also in the sporting industry 
with this film. 


OFFER PRIZE AT RACES 


Town’s ice skating rink might be induced 
to run a special “Speed Night” devoted 
to races and other ice maneuvers. For 
the big event of the meet, probably the 
hundred yard dash, you can offer a prize 
to the winner calling it the “King of 
Hockey”. Award. You'll find no dif- 
ficulty in promoting prizes. Inasmuch as 
an event of this kind should get space in 
sporting pages of local newspaper, you'll 
be sure of getting your plug. 


GROCERY STORE PLUG 


With no direct commercial advertising 
endorsement, you can add to your plug- 
ging activitres wiih a grocery store tie- 
up. Idea is to get large grocery or chain 
to devote entire window to health and 
breakfast foods with stills of Purcell in 
hockey uniform and scene shots plus other 
mention. Your tie-in line follows this 
order: “Hockey 1s a strenuous game and
